Senator Johnson rants in his customary 
abusive style, though, it must be confessed, 


haps his remarks have lost some of their 
force by having been so often repeated; 
California has heard the same stuff for 
many years now and is paying less and legs 
attention. Johnson's voice ig cracking; his 
thunder is getting shrill. 

But in all this torrent of abuse one fails 
to find a single logical reason why the Re- 
publican voters of California should turn 
a minority of one at Washington into a 
minority of two, should send a man to 
Washington who will, because he wears the 
Johnson label, inspire the same distrust 
among his colleagues that Johnson inspires; 
or why the Republican voters of California 
should replace as Governor a man who has 


piled up for the State a surplus of more 


than $15,000,000 by a man who stands self 
convicted of a $14,000,000 error in elemen- 
tary arithmetic. . 

Johnson said so little in praise of his two 
candidates, Young and Clarke, because, 
doubtless, there was so little to say, seek- 
ing to cover their obvious deficiencies by 
flinging mud at men who have served the 
State well and who deserve a continuance 
of the confidence the voters have hitherto 
imposed in them. Because California has 
Senator Shortridge, a man who can work 
in harmony with a Republican administra- 
tion and has the respect and confidence of 
ninety-four of the other ninety-five Sen- 
ators, the disadvantage to the State of be- 
ing represented by such a political outlaw 
as Johnson has largely been overcome. But 
replace Senator Shortridge with a man who 
will be merely an echo of a political out- 
law and what happens to the legislation fn 
which this State is interested? The deduc- 
tion can be drawn by a schoolboy. 

California's interests at Washington are 
too important to permit them to be imper- 
filed so that Hiram Johnson can make more 
effective his envy, malice and-spite against 
the Republican party and a Republican ad- 
ministration.

Now, 
however, by efficient organization and close 
study of criminal trends, it is possible in 
many instances to deal & blow before the 
criminal has had an opportunity to carry 
out his plans. The effect as & deterrent 
is infinitely greater and the public is pro- 
tected in double measure.
